Wilson in Rejecting Pope's Offer 


Says U. S. Cannot Deal With 
Present German Rulers 


Cannot Trust German Government 


But Appeals to People to Cast Off 
Military Masters— Scathing Indict- 
ment of German Autocracy's Perfidy 
—Offer Would Allow Kaiser, Balked 
But Undefeated, to Renew Attempt 
to Dominate World By Force 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—President 


Wilson's note rejecting the pope's peace 
proposals was regarded here today as 
finally settling the question of deal- 
ing with tho present German rulers un- 
conquercd or uncurbed at home. The 
president makes it clear that a last- 
ing, and durable peace can be nego- 
tiated only on a complete understanding 
with tho German people and not alone 
on unstable guarantees of the existing 
government. 


The note Indicates that the American 


government docs not Intend posj-bellum 
reprisals on the German people, but 
desires in the interest of world peace 
that they be allowed to share in in- 


Former Governor-General of 


Canada Succumbed After 
Long Illness 


Known as "Statesman and 


Philanthropist in the Best 
Sense"—Active .Career 


LONDON, Aug. 28.—Earl Grey, for- 


mer governor-general of Canada, died 
at 6 o'clock this morning at 
Howick 


House, Northumberland, after a. long 
illness. 
The fuueral will be held 
at 


Howick on Saturday, when- a 
memo- 


rial service- will bo held in London.' 


Lord 
Strathcoma 
described 
Earl 
Grey as "a statesman and a 
philan- 


thropist in the best sense." His active 
career comprised not only the adminis- 
tration of tho government of Rhode- 
sia and representation of the 
British 


government as 
governor-general of 
Canada, but industrial and financial'op- 
erations in tho development of South 
Africa. 
One of tho most noted move- 
ments to which he gave his 
support 


and in which he was a leading spirit 
was the Public House Trust company 
of England, an enterprise designed to 
supplant the ordinary saloons for 
tho 
sale of intoxicating liquor by tho es- 
tablishment of well conducted 
public 
houses and to discourage the uso 
of 


intoxicants by substitution of tea and 
coffee. 
Earl Grey was an intimate friend of 


the late Joseph II. Choato, American 
ambassador to Great Britain, often vis- 
ited the United 
States, called 
upon 


Presidents 
Roosevelt and Taft 
at 


Washington, and declared that ho was 
a lover of America. This sentiment ho 
gave aa 
his 
reason 
for 
restoring 
to tho United States a picture of Ben- 
jamin Franklin which had been In tho 
possession of his 
family since Earl 
Grey's great-grandfather, 
Jtajor-Gen- 


eral Charles Grey, was 
quartered 
In 
Franklin's house in Philadelphia as an 
officer of General Howe's staff during- 
tho Revolutionary war. 
The restora- 


tion of tho picture was announced by 
Farl Grey at a banquet 
tendered 
to 


him in Xew York while ho was gov- 
ornor-seneral of Canada.

M. Pachitch taking a. large map of 


the(Balkans pointed out the sweep of 
territory included in this new Slav 
kingdom. 
"It embraces," he said, "the terri- 


tory over which the Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes aro distributed through the 
western Balkans. 
They are all es- 


sentially ono race with one language 
which, has been kept broken into small 
groups by the political policy of Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 
We now propose to 


bring these scattered groups together 
again- and 
give--them a-democratic 


government based on the noble prin- 
ciples defined by the United States." 


Pointing to the map, M. Pachitch 


drew a large circle to Include Serbia, 
Montenegro, Bosnia, Herzegovina, Dal- 
matia, Croatia, Slavonla and the east- 
ern-part of the Istrla back of Trieste 
where the Italians are heading. These 
together make an Imposing 
area—• 


double or triple Spain or any of the 
secondary'powers of Europe, in area 
and population, and approaching some 
of the great powers. 
It would be a great sea power aa 


well, and the premier 
pointed with 


satisfaction to the long sea front on 
the Adriatic, giving access thence to 
the Mediterranean, the Atlantic and 
the commerce of the world. 
This is 
the country which Austria has long 
split into little 
rival communities, 


trusting that their internal discords 
would keep them from uniting. 


"Here we propose to establish 
a 


united Slav nation," M. Pachitch went 
on, "with a government having these 
essential points: 
'A monarchy based

and critical situation. The German re- 
ply, which La Epoca says is a dip- 
lomatic triumph, acquiesces in tho de- 
mands of .Argentina for tho safety or 
Argentina ships and 
indemnification 


for the torpedoing of tho uteamer Toro 


in order to maintain friendly rela 
tions." 
The note also concedes "free- 


dom of the seas to vessels under tho 
Argentine flag carrying food." 


On July 4 Argentina sent to Berlin 
a note concerning tho Toro case, which 
said in part: 
"In accepting the German govern 
mont's settlement of the Monte Prote- 
gido case, this government understood 
that Argentina's rights were recognized 
and that Indemnification would prevent 
a repetition, but In view of another 
violation of our rights, we must now 
ask for an, assurance that there wil 
be no further violations." 
On July 24 the German government 


replied. 
It is said the Toro sinking 
was not the result of unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare, but in accordance with 
International law permitting the sinjc- 
ing of .contraband cargoes when It was 
impossible to take them to port. Tho 
Argentine government on Aug. 4, noti- 
fied Germany that it would consider 
the declaration of London In settliiiK 
tho question, adding: "It is'impossible 
to admit that while Argentina is guar- 
anteeing the person and property of 
Germans in Argentine, Argentine inter- 
ests on the seas can be attacked and 
destroyed by tho Imperial German navy. 
It is inconceivable that tho natural 
products of Argentine should bo con- 
sidered contraband of war at any time. 
The Argentine government cannot rec- 
ognize that the interchange of her na- 
tional products may be made a motive 
for war-like and restrictive discriml- 
naton and therefore is unable to ac- 
cept the proposals made. We must in- 
sist on reparation and a guarantee of 
freedom of the seas for Argentine ves- 
sels." 
Germany replied on Aug. 17 that not- 


withstanding 
the 
objections 
which 
could be made to the Argentine claiinr.. 
the imperial government in a desire 
to maintain friendly relations with Ar- 
gentina would agree to the same so- 
lution as in tho Monte Protegldo case. 
The 
German government agreed to 
pay the difference between the value of 
the Toro and the Insurance on the ves- 
sel and said it would recognize Argen- 
tina's right to freedom of the seas In 
accordance with international law pro- 
vided Argentina endeavored to prevent 
Its flag from traversing tho restricted 
zone. 
Argentina refused to consider this 


proposition and on Aug. 24 demanded 
an Immediate solution.

Canals company.

"Now that the bridge is completed, the 
next question to be decided is wheth- 
er the contractors have carried out 
their

the 


plans and specifications. 
If they have 


done so and the work has been prop- 
erly done, then it is up to Commissioner

ment to accept the bridge. 
Falling 


to do this, it will be his duty to show 
some good reasons why.

On 
the other hand there was no effort 
evade responsibility for an expression 
of view as to tho bases of sound ant 
enduring peace. 
For the president', 
response in its concluding paragraphs 
restates the purposes for which Amer 
lea entered the great war. 
The radical difference that appears to 
exist between tho pope and the prcsi 
dent touches this very matter of a sta 
bio and enduring peace. 
The pontiff 


looks to the restoration of conditions 
as they existed before 'the war; 
president turns his back upon these 
convinced that a return to the status1 
quo ante helium could never bring per- 
manent peace, which can be securec 
only by agreement between free peo 
pies on both, sides. 
Doom of HoItcnzollcrnlHm 


As one official commenting, expresset 


it, the president's response, reflecting 


i as it does the views of the entente al- 
lies, sounds the doom of Hollenzoliern- 
ism and military domination of peo- 
ples. 
That this can and should be accom- 


plished without the destruction of the 
German people is one of the striking 
expressions in the 
president's note, 
when lie expressly disclaims any in- 
tent to seek punitive damages and the 
dismemberment of empires or even the 
punishment of the central powers after 
the war by gigantic economic combina- 
tions against them. 
This shaft is aimed straight over 
the heads of tho army-controlled Ger 
man foreign oiHce at the understand 
Ing and appreciation of the German 
people, already manifesting many signa 
of a determination to assert their right 
to govein themselves by parliamentary 
methods. It is assumed here that there 
will follow a fierce outburst of de- 
nunciation against the attempt from 
the outside to dictate to the German 
people their form of government. But 
it is also believed that as the hard- 
ships of war and misgovcrnmont bear 
with every-increasing severity upon the 
German people, they must in the end 
throw off their military masters and 
take in their own hands through 
representative 
government, the con- 
duct of negotiations looking to a fair 
and honorable and permanent peace. 


Active exchanges have .been in prog- 
ress between the president. Secretary 
Lansing'and the entente powers, main- 
ly through 
the 
American diplqmatk1 


representatives abroad, regarding the 
answer to be made to the pope's pro- 
posals ever since these were deliv- 
ered to the various foreign offices. 
It 
seemed by common consent 
that to 
America was confldod the heavy re- 
sponsibility of framing and delivering 
the first of the replies. 
The propriety of this course was ap- 
parent from tho consideration of the 
fact that every one of tho entente pre- 
miers and foreign ministers who had 
spoken pnblicly on the subject of peaco 
had turned to the language of Presi- 
dent Wilson's historic address to con- 
grebs and his other public utterances 
on the subject, as disclosing their ov.'n 
conceptions of tho proper basis of peace 
negotiations. 
And even more potent 
than this consideration was tho con- 
viction that America was host fitted of 
nil nations to deal what it was hoped 
would be the death blow to autocracy 
of tho Germanic type. 
Every precaution was taken to pre- 
vent a premature disclosure of tho con- 
tents of tho president's response. Few 
members of the cabinet were informed 
on the subject before yesterday's cabi- 
net meeting. Last night the document 
was handed over to the trusted tel- 
egraphers of the state department, to 
bo sent on its way by cable to Am- 
bassador Page in f^ondon, who wat> to 
deliver it to Foreign Minister Balfour 
'or transmission to Home. At tho same 
time copies of tho communication, us 
a matter'of courtesy, were placed in the 
lands of tho diplomatic representatives 
of the entente powers in Washington 
'or their information.

The text of the note follows: 


"August 27, 1917.

1917, 
the president of the United States re 
quests me to transmit the 
following 
reply; 


"Every heart that has not been 
blinded and hardened by this

appeal of his holiness the pope, must

prompted it, and must fervently 
wish 
that wo might take the path of peace 
he so persuasively points out.

"Thjs power is not the German peo- 


ple. 
It is the ruthless master-of the

porary zest to the domination of its 
purpose: but it is our business to see 
to it that tho history of the rest of 
the world is no longer left to its lian- 


"To deal with such a power by way 
of peace upon the plan proposed by 
his holiness the pope would so far 
as we can see involve a recuperation 
of its strength and a renewal of its 
policy would make it necessary to 
crea.te a permanent hostile combina- 
tion of nations against the German 
people who are its instruments; and 
would result in abandoning the new- 
bo^-n Russia to the intrigue, the mani- 
fold subtle interference and the cer- 
tain counter-revolution which would be 
attempted by all the malign influences 
to which the German government has 
of late accustomed the world. 
Can 
peace be based upon a restitution of 
its power or'upon any word of honor 
it could pledge in a treaty of Eettle- 
ment and accommodation? 
"Responsible statesmen 
must 
now 
everywhere see, if they never 
saw be- 
fore, that no peace can rest securely 
upon political or economic restrictions 
meant to benefit some 
nations 
and 
cripple or embarrass others, upon vin- 
dictive action of any sort, or any kind 
of revenge or deliberate injury. 
The 
American people have suffered intoler- 
able wrongs at the hands of the im- 
perial German government, but they 
desire no reprisal upon the German 
people, wh,o have themselves suffered 
all things in this war, which they did 
not choose. 
They believe that peace 
should rest upon the rights of peoples, 
not the rights of governments—the 
rights of peoples, great or small, weak 
or 
powerful—their 
equal* right 
to 
freedom and security and self-govern- 
ment and to a participation upon fair 
terms In the economic opportunities of 
the 
world---the 
German 
people 
of 
course included if

will 
accept 
equality and not seek domination. 
Real Tent of Pence Plan 


"The test, therefore, of every plan 
of peace is this: Is it based upon the 
faith of all the peoples involved or; 
merely upon the word of an ambitious 
and intriguing government, on the one 
hand, and of a group of free peoples 
on the other? 
This is a test which 
t^oes to the root of the matter; and it 
is the test which must be applied. 
"The purposes of the United States in 
this war are known
